By  definition  the  word,  "togetherness"  means  [1]  combined  action  [2] 
jointly,  [3]  into  agreement  or  harmony  or  joint  action  by  a  group.  It  occurs  to 
me  that  at  this  particular  time  in  the  history  of  Florida  Memorial  College  there 
is  more  need  for  "togetherness"  on  the  part  of  all  components  of  the  college 
family  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

I  am  convinced  that  we  need  to  be  "together"  if  for  no  other  reason  than 
the  purposes  for  which  we  exist,  the  goals  we  hope  to  attain,  strategies  for 
survival,  mechanisms  for  continued  support  from  the  various  public,  and  the 
accomplishment  of  our  mission. 

I  have  felt  for  some  time  that  we  need  to  be  together  in  telling  the  story  of 
the  College.  One  story  is  that  in  those  cities  where  there  have  been  historically 
black  institutions,  harmony  among  the  races  and  progress  for  Black  people 
have  been  more  pronounced.  Therefore,  Dade  County  is  profiting 
immeasurably  by  Florida  Memorial  College  being  in  its  midst. 

We  are  now  about  the  business  of  actively  producing  persons  who  can 
take  their  rightful  places  in  the  workforce  of  South  Florida,  of  Dade  County, 
and  of  the  several  cities  in  the  County. 

As  we  take  our  rightful  places,  we  need  to  ever  be  conscious  of  our  obligation 
and  continuing  responsibility  of  being  "together' '  in  our  telling  the  story  of  the 
significance  of  the  institution. 

As  chief  academic  officer  of  the  institution,  it  appears  to  me  that  we  need 
to  be  "together"  about  the  purposes  for  which  students  have  come  to  the 


College.  The  overriding  purpose  is  to  become  knowledgeable  generally  and  in 
specific  diciplines  that  qualifies  one  for  the  market  place  so  that  he  can  make  a 
contribution  to  himself,  his  family,  his  community,  and  the  world  at  large.  The 
interest  of  the  institution  needs  to  be  promulgated  by  all  components  of  the 
College  family.  If  this  "togetherness"  is  not  realized  immediately,  disaster 
and  gloom  will  hover  over  us  a  dark  cloud. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve  for  nearly  three  years.  I  have  seen  some 
bright  spots  as  we  have  worked  together  to  provide  the  kind  of  education  that 
will  make  you  the  most  meaningful  men  and  women  you  could  possibly  be. 
There  is  much  yet  to  be  done. 

We  need  to  be  "together"  in  imposing  a  self-discipline;  a  self-discipline 
which  provides  for  intelligent  self-control  on  the  part  of  each  of  the 
components  of  the  College  family.  We  need  to  be  together  about  the 
cleanliness  of  our  campus,  of  the  buildings,  of  the  grounds,  and  of  ourselves  in 
terms  of  the  spirit  that  we  exhibit  and  the  enthusiasm  that  comes  forth  in 
manifesting  our  sincere  desire  for  a  college  education.  Though  the  road  may 
be  rough  from  time  to  time,  we  should  still  be  reminded  that  as  Black  people, 
our  teeth  were  cut  on  difficult  times. 

I  am  reminded  of  a  line  or  two  from  the  poem,  "Invictus",  "I  am  tha 
captain  of  my  fate;  I  am  the  master  of  my  soul."  When  we  reach  that  point,  all 
components  of  the  College  will  be  working  in  unison  and  indeed  will  be 
"together".

With  much  admiration,  devotion,  and 
honesty,  we  deem  it  necessary  to  confer  and 
dedicate  The  Arch  1974  to  Miss  Jeannette 
Holston. 

Miss  Holston  joined  the  faculty  at  Florida 
Memorial  College  the  summer  of  1971  in  the 
Urban  Service  Department. 

Born  January  24,  1945  in  Reynolds, 
Georgia,  a  small  rural  community  about 
twelve  miles  west  of  Fort  Valley,  Georgia, 
Miss  Holston  attended  public  schools  in 
Georgia  and  Florida,  graduating  in  1961  from 
the  Lincoln  Park  Academy  High  School  in 
Fort  Pierce,  Florida. 

At  Talladega  College,  she  majored  in 
sociology  and  became  active  in  the  Civil 
Rights  Movements  participating  in  several 
student  sit-ins  in  Alabama  and  Florida.  Upon 
graduation,  two  years  were  spent  teaching  in 
the  public  school  system  in  Fort  Pierce, 
Florida  where  Miss  Holston  became  deeply 
concerned  about  the  symptomatic  mani- 
festations of  poverty  and  decided  to  enter 
Howard  University  School  of  Social  Work  to 
attain  the  knowledge  and  expertise  needed  to 
be  of  services  in  helping  to  ameliorate  the 
situations  that  many  people,  especially  Blacks 
find  themselves  in. 

After  having  received  the  Masters  of  Social 
Work  degree  from  Howard  University  in 
1969,  Miss  Holston  worked  for  two  years  in 
Washington  D.C.  as  a  service  worker  with  the 
Department  of  Human  Resources.  She  did 
additional  work  as  a  counselor  at  Boys  Village 
in  Chettenham,  Maryland. 

"SERVICES" 
Worked  under  the  auspices  of  the  United 
Fund  in  a  Sickle  Cell  Anemia  screening 
campaign  on  the  campus  of  Florida  Memorial 
College  at  which  time  approximately  350 
students  were  screened  for  Sickle  Cell 
Anemia. 


Community  Work — Worked  with  the 
National  Welfare  Rights  Organization  and  the 
Southern  Christian  Leadership  Conference 
prior  to  and  during  the  Democratic  National 
Convention  in  1972. 

Member  of  the  Legislative  committee  of  the 
Social  work  section  of  the  Florida  Public 
Health  Association  and  also  serves  on  the 
Florida  International  University  Undergrad- 
uate Social  Work  Community  Advisory  Board 
whose  function  is  to  advise  and  help  shape 
and  enhance  the  Social  Work  Program  Florida 
International  University. 

Presently  working  with  students  and 
community  persons  on  Pitts-Lee  Defense 
Fund  in  an  effort  to  publicize  the  case  of 
Freddie  Pitts  and  Wilbert  Lee  and  to  raise 
money  on  their  behalf. 

"I  enjoy  my  work,  but  I  am  very  much 
interested  in  seeing  students  become  more 
concerned  and  involved  in  issues  and 
problems  that  daily  affect  the  lives  of 
people." 

"There  needs  to  be  an  awakening  of 
students  and  many  others  to  the  realization 
that  life  is  not  all  fun  and  games  and  that  at 
some  point  in  time  we  must  commit  ourselves 
to  something  and  begin  to  deal  with  real 
issues.  Denying  and/or  ignoring  problems 
will  not  make  them  disappear." 

Miss  Holston  likes  to  travel  and  meet 
people,  she  also  likes  family  reunions  and  the 
company  of  good  friends.  Like  good  books, 
occasionally  she  tries  her  hand  at  writing.
